When watches 
came into use about 1530 the idea occurred 
to Frisius of employing them to determine the 
difference of longitude between two places, 
but they were found só unsatisfactory that 
their advocate proposed to correct them by 
using water clocks or sand clocks. Almanacs, 
which were first published in Poland in 1470 
and in England a few years later, while con- 
taming a good deal of frivolous matter, gave 
the sun's dechnation aud tant ol many ós Lae 
stars, with tables for finding the latitude by 
the pole star and the pointerz. The navi- 


He was provided with a compass, 
an astrolabe, a table of the sun’s declinations,

that gave 2,040 yards to the nautica] mile,

In 1714, by an Act of Parliament, a body 
Was constituted called the ‘‘ Commissioners 
for the discovery of longitude at sea, who 
were invested with powers to award sums not 
exceeding £2,000 in meritorious cases. But 
they also proposed much large rewards. 
Sunis of £10,000, £15,000, and £20,000 were 
offered for methods of finding the longitude 
within: 60,- 40, and 30 miles, respectively. 
These magnificent offers attracted various 
sorts of competitors. The greatest of the 
prizes was awarded to John Harrison, to 
whose invention is due the introduction of 
timepieces by which Greenwich time is kept 
easily and accurately at sea. This mechanician 
was the son of a carpenter and was born near 
Pontefract, in Yorkshire, in 1693. He fol- 
lowed his father’s trade, devoting himself also 
to the improvement of clocks, and, having 
completed a timepiece, brought it to London, 
where he was recommended to the notice of 
the Board of Longitude by Graham himself, 
also a celebrated watchmaker and the in- 
ventor of the mercurial pendulum.

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HE other day Mr. Robert Lynd told the 

1 students of journalism at the London 
University that of all the books sent 

out for review not more than one or two 
in a thousand will be worth reading a 
hundred years hence; not more one in & 
hundred will be worth reading ten years 
hence, and not more than one in ten is worth 
reading to-day.” This is indeed a striking 
statement when made by so expert an au- 
thority, and makes the records o publishing 
melancholy reading. By Mr. Lynd's compu- 
tation it would seem that less than a dozen 
books of lasting value are published in Britain 
every year. ' 
The vear that has just closed was nearly a 
record year in respect oí the number of books 
published. In. 1013 there were published in 
the United Kingdom 12,379 which is 
the highest ficure ever : ver & 
till 1923 was the twelve thousand line to 5 
but last year, as we learn from the Pub. 
lisher’s Circular, 12,274 books & red. Of 
these 9,246 were new books; rest new 
editions and reprints. 
It is interesting, and very instructive, to 
observe the classifications under which this 
enormous body of 4 matter is ran 
Fiction comes first. In 1023 no fewer 
2,487 works of fiction , An increase 
of 556 on the year before. This means that 
an average of over six books of 1 
is published. Allowing for reprinta of classic 
novels and new editions of recent works, an 
average of three to four new novels per da 
N Who writes them?

The second most numerous class of book 
published in 1923 is books for the young, of 
which 1,048 appeared, an increase ig enn’ á 
300 on the sa year.

with long wooden levers, come running from 
the neighbouring fields and houses, and 
scramble down to the beach, where they squat 
in groups, and await the landing of the 
turtles. 

Sometimes a hundred or more of these crea- 
tures may be seen on a bit of shore a quarter 
of a mile in length. A dozen at a time, they 
flop heavily on to the wet sand, and drag 
their huge carcases laboriously up the beach. 

When they have reached a spot which ap- 
peals to them they proceed without more ado 
to scrape holes in the sand with their paddle- 
shaped fore-legs. In these holes the eggs are 
laid, and when this operation is completed 
the sand is shovelled back, and carefully 
smoothed over. 

When the turtles begin to come ashore the 
men scatter along the beach, and directly one 
of the unfortunate creatures has finished lav 
ing a man inserts a lever beneath her shell, 
and deftly turns her over on her back. For 
a few minutes she vainly paws the air, and 
then philosophically resigns herself to her 
fate. 

Women and children follow in the wake of 
the lever-wielder, and collect the eggs in 
baskets, for turtle eggs are counted a great 
delicacy, and fetch a good price; and, more 
over, each turtle lays from 100 to 250 eggs. 

These creatures display a tenacity of life 
little short of the miraculous. For weeks, and 
sometimes months, they lie on their backs in 
the hold of the ship which carries them away, 
the only attention vouchsafed them is to have 
a cloth or swab, saturated in salt-water, 
thrown occasionally over their heads. They 
show no desire for food, and it is rarely that 
one of them dies in transit, nor does their 
prolonged fasting seem to diminish them in 
weight over much. 

With such delicacies aboard, it might be 
imagined that the crew would covet an occa- 
siona! turtle for the pot. Strange to say, 
nearly all sailors abhor turtle-flesh, and mar- 
vel at the perverted taste of landsmen. 

Perhaps this is due to the unprepossessing 
appearance of these uncouth creatures, or per- 
haps to a superstitious reverence for an 
animal which might have been swimming the 
ocean before Nelson put to sea. 
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
